Progress During Last Few Weeks. 

Ensign Alardall, of the .Social 
Work In Vnncoi.ver, has issued the 
report of the fimploymenl and Po- 
lice Court dciiartnicnls for the 
fflonth of ftinc (sav£ "The Vancou- 
ver Daily Province") and the re- 
lums show a gratifying increase in 
the iisefulnc?*s of ihc work over .ill 
previous /jcriods. During the month 
the Social iving alTordcd accommo- 
" dalion Willi ticils for 1,618 men at 
25 eciiU, 85 heds at 20 cents, ^cjt) 
beds at 15 cents, and 111 free beds, 
while during the same period 115 
men were supplied with free meals. 
In the Free Labour Bureau, four 
men were provided ivitli pcrniancnt 
pOHlions ;ind ryfi ivilh (eniporary 
nork. 

From ihc police an<I magislratcs. 
the Knsign rcci;ived 21 men, and 
these men were supplied during the 
month with 86 meals and 45 beds,
